 The Davis County Board of Supervisors met in regular session on Monday, February 13, 2017, with 
Chairman Ron Bride and Member Matt Greiner present. 
 
 During public comments, Ron and Betty Wilson inquired about a closed bridge. 
 

Matt Greiner made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve the agenda. 
 
 Matt Greiner made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve and sign the 
Minutes of Monday, February 6, 2017. 
 
 The Board met with custodian Randy Norman, who reported that he has finished installing courtroom 
light fixtures but work on the doors is not yet finished. 
 
 The Board met with Secondary Roads; Bret Davis, Assistant to the Engineer, presented title sheet for 
pavement markings to be signed by the Chairman and reported on bridges to be replaced with pipe during 2017. 
 
 The Board met with Kirby Moss and reviewed self-funded insurance claims and the need to build 
reserve funds. 
 
 The Board met with Floris City Clerk Marcie Benge, who told the Board that the City of Floris is 
interested in purchasing properties to which Davis County holds the tax sale certificate.  No action taken. 
 
 Matt Greiner made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve Resolution of 
financial commitment for AHEAD Regional Housing, copy of which is on file in the Auditor’s Office. 
 
 Ron Bride reported on a telephone conversation with Stephen Rodriguez concerning possible installation 
of a tower at Davis Center as a part of the Iowa Statewide Interoperable Communications System. 
 
 Matt Greiner made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve Resolution 
authorizing the Auditor to acquire any necessary bank loan, not to exceed $250,000, should the Employee 
Health Plan Account become insufficient. 
 
 During committee reports, Matt Greiner updated concerning the Senior Center meals. 
 
 The Board reconvened at 1:00 p.m. to review office budgets.  At 3:00 p.m. the Board canvassed votes 
from the February 7, 2017, special election.  Final results were unchanged from the unofficial results.
